Senate, March 31.--Count Bismarck bas 
forwarded a draft for the new organizatioa of 
Aleace and Lorraine to the Federal Council. 
lt will be laid before the German Federal 
Diet, and contains the following stipulations: 
Alsace and Lorraine, having been ceded by 
treaty to the German Emperor, become a sep- 
arate teriitory of the German Empire, and 
will be governed by an administration emavat- 
ing direct from tye Emperor. A government 
constituted according to imperial orders will 
superintend the finance (-elf-governing), eda- 
cation, clerical and agricultural deparitmeuts. 
As the appointment of separate mupistfies 
wouid involve too great sacrifices On account 
of the moderate extent of the territory 
(260 square miles, containing 1,580,000 souls), 
intermediate authorities will be established in 
Strasbourg, as thee provincial capital, to un- 
dertake the branch administration of the 
duties allotted to‘ the central government. 
The iniermediate authorities will be subordi- 
nate to the Prusgian Ministers of Justice and 
Commerce, who will not dispose of the affairs 
oféhe im i territory in the name of the 
King of Prussia, but according to the direc- 
tions of the Emperor of Germany. The pro- 
vincial courte of justice and the petty ses- 
sions retain thetr fogmer organization.

Lonpon, March 31.— fae House of Lords, 
after receiving the Chauvellor’s bill to unseat 
bar krapt poses, adjouroed until April 2u. 

In the House of Commons, Mr. Huyhesson 
gave notice that the Government was prepar- 

ing a bill providing for the confederation of 
the British isiands in the West Indies. Mr. 
Gladstone announced that the House would 
eu Tuesday next adjourn over forthe Easter 
holidays. Mr Cocorane (Conservative) moved 
that, in the opinion of the Hopse, Her Majes- 
ty’s Government, in view of th® existing state 
of tranquillity in Earope, should urge Prussia 
to moderate the terms of peace which she re- 
quires of France. He said the mere indemnity 
for the expevsesa of the war was equil in 
amount to One sixth of the entire capital 
ot France. Mr Cochrane added that by ber luck 
of sympathy with France, England had lost 
one firm ally without gaining another. Peter 
Hoar, banker afd Conservative, secouded 
the motion, Saying tuattbe payment of the 
indembity to Germany imposed an additional 
burden of 14,000,000 yearly on the French 
reve ues. Gladstove replied that England’s 
couduct was applauded byall Europe. France 
wasin the wrorg as regards the immediate 
cause of the war, and Germany was in the 
right, though the latter was vot free of blame. 
In the affair of the dutchies, Eogland had ap- 
plauded the efforts madetor German unity. 
He regretted the revelations con- 
i the socalled Benedetti af- 
fair, defenaed Lord  Granville’s 
policy of neutrality as inetructing the neu- 
trality of other powers. He believed that 
the efforts of the noble Lord towards Prussia 
bad already moderated herterms.

THE SAN DOMINGO QUESTION, 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—The report of the 
Santo Domingo Commission was read at the 
Cabinet meeting to-day, and will probably be 
submitted to Congress on Monday. It is 
stated that the President will accompany it 
with a bnef message announcing that while 
the report is confined to answering the in- 
quiries proposed in the reselution authorizing 
it, he nevertheless learns that the commission- 
ers are favorable to annexation, but it does 
not apprar that be will recommend action in 
the way of a joint resolution or treaty now. 
Several Senators, however, are of the opinion 
that the question should be disposed of this 
session, On the ground that its agitation 
ought to cease, and on the further ground 
that Baez cannot hold out till December, A 
Republican Senator, who had not been prom- 
inent in Opposing annexation, has already 
drawn a resolu:ion declaricg that it is inex- 
pedient to annex Santo Domingo by treaty or 
otberwise, Whether it aill be presented, and 
the question open and revived again, remains 
to be developed.

ing a written obligation that the furniture should 
continue in their ownership uotil the Balance 
was paid. Ina few weeks after thie transaction 
H.S. Cooling formed a partnership with Weller 
in busivess, and assumiuy his propertion of the 
above debt, 

January tollowing J. H. Seutle. witb the inten- 
tion of engugiug io Lhe same business, rented 
the room then eceup.ea by Weller and Covli: g. 
who ulso sola him ihe furniture, Claiming that 
they enjosed the complete ownerbip of the 
same, and :eceiving from Settle about $200; and 
it Was not ubtil the first of March that he tearned 
through Haneock & John:on that they beld a 
valid claim 01 the property, and that be had 
been swindied !p purchasing it of tbe pretended 
owners. He w:iote to Mr. Cooling, who wastben 
in Lebanon. to come at once and arraoge the 
matier satisfactorily, aod oa his reaching ihe 
city Mr. Setile ord-rea bis arrest, and that of 
Weliet; the officer fodipg the latter at Speck- 
map & Dix’s Lock Factorr, pear Cedar Hl. He 
Was al tbe time calmly undergoing the opera- 
tions of a dentist, but Mr. Butler permitted him 
to get througb Defore warping him that he was 
a pri. oner,
